“Whatsoever he saith unto you, do 
ét,” 

These are the words of Mary the 
mother of Jesus. I’m sure that all will 
agree with me that they are just as 
important to us today. The preacher 
said, “whatsoever your hands findeth 
to do, do it with thy might.” Paul 
said, “I can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth me.” 

At the feast of Cana wine was need- 
ed, Jesus was able to furnish the 
wine, but in order to do this the peo- 
ple must be willing to do their part. 
Mary gave instructions to the people 
that they should do as He would 
direct. No doubt that they showed 
willingness by preparing the vessels, 
carrying water, then bearing the con- 
tents of the vessels to the ruler of the 
feast. 

It was only by the obedience of 
those around Jesus that He could 
bring the good wine to the people. So 
it is today. 

Wine makes the heart glad, it is 
an emblem of the blood of Jesus that 
sanctifies us. He is ready to bring this 
imte earthen vessels today, but we 
must be willing to do whatsoever 
He would have us do. We must be so 
consecrated to His service that we 
will bear it to the world that all may 
see that it far exceeds anything that 
they can give. 

Paul said, “J can do.” So many peo- 
ple are ready to say “I can’t.” “7 
can’t pray, I can’t sing, I can’t testify, 
I can’t live holy ete., but Paul said, 
“I can do all things.” Hear him say- 
ing “Ye are witnesses, and God also, 
how holy and justly and anblameably 
we behaved ourselves among you that 
believe.” Paul here shows that he was 
willing to prove it by the Thessa~- 
lonians, also by even calling God to 
witness that he was actually living a 
holy and an unblameable life. This 
shows without a doubt that Paul could 
do it. He said, “J can do all things.” 
Paul stressed the “can.” Everyone can 
do the same if his can is big enough, 
but so many undertake the Christian 
experience with a little insignificant 
can, they do not seem to expect very 
much from the Lord. 

The Can Is Too Small 

There Paul lay upon the ground in 
a blinded condition. Hear him say- 
ing, Lord what wilt thou have me to 
do? His very expression signified that 
he was willing to do whatsoever the 
Lord required of him. The Lord said 
“arise and go inte the city and it 
shall be told thee what thou must do.” 
Suppose that he had said, I can’t do 
that I am blind and weak, therefore 
I cannot go, but he returned not a 
word, he laid aside his fighting cloth- 
es and was now willing to undertake 
anything that the Lord required of 
him, the consequence was he received 
the Holy Ghost and spoke with 
tongues, also he received healing for 
his eyes. 

The narrative says that forthwith 
he was baptized. He did not question 
whether he could afford to submit to 
this humble act or not, but at once 
proved that he could do it by submit- 
ting. After this he began to realize 
that he must preach the gospel. He 
did not say, I cannot do it. Though 
he knew that he would have trouble 
with the Jews and that he would lose 
his reputation in the world, yet these 
things did not shake him but he said, 
woe is me if I preach not the gospel. 
He knew that he could do it, therefore 
he consulted not flesh and blood, but 
began immediately to preach the 
Word. 

Paul did it with his migh*, that is 
when he was convinced, he put his 
whole soul and body into the cause 
of the Lord. He did not let privations, 
persecutions, perils amongst _ false 
brethren, or any other thing hinder 
him from serving the Lord and 
preaching the gospel, he said, I can 
do it. His great determination and 
will-power kept God standing. by him 
therefore it made his efforts a suc- 
cess. As the old saying is Paul bad 
“stickability.”

In order to well understand the 
present plan of redemption as is re- 
vealed in the New Testament, it will 
be necessary to know something of 
God’s dealing with His people of the 
Old Testament, and their religion. The 
history of the Old Testament will in- 
clude the time from the creation of 
man until the birth of Christ, a per- 
iod of time absolutely unknown, but 
to the best of our knowledge it was 
about six thousand years. During the 
first period of the Old Testament, 
from the creation of man to the call 
of Abraham, Gen. 12:1, God spoke di- 
rect to individuals, therefore it is call- 
ed the period of direct administra- 
tion. 





The mode of worship during this 
period of time was the offering of sac- 
rifice at the altar. The altar was gen- 
erally made of earth or wunhewn 
stones. Ex. 20:24,25, and as a meeting 
Place between God and man. The ori- 
gin of the altar and its offerings are 
unknown, but the first we have any 
record of, is when the two brothers, 
Cain and Abel, brought their offer- 
ings before the Lord, Gen. 4:2-5. Abe! 
was a keeper of sheep, but Cain was 
a tiller of the ground, and in process 
of time it came to pass that Cain 
brought of the fruit of the ground an 
offering unto the Lord. Abel also 
brought of the firstlings of his flock 
and of the fat thereof, and the Lord 
had respect unto Abel and to his of- 
fering, but unto Cain and to his of- 
ferings he had not respect, and Cain 
was very wroth and his countenance 
fell. This was the two first recorded 
offerings ever offered unto the Lord. 


I wish to call your attention to the 
fact that Cain’s offering which was of 
the fruit of the ground, and contain- 
ed no blood, was not acceptable with 
God. Abel’s offering which was of the 
firstlings of the flock containing pure 
blood, was acceptable and well pleas- 
ing in the sight of the Lord. I men- 
tion this which seems to be the be- 
ginning of man’s worship of God, 
showing God’s favor toward the blood 
from the beginning of human worship 
unto the present day. 

The altar worship was continued 
on down through this period and 
even through the second which em- 
braces the time from the call of Abra- 
ham to the exodus from Egypt, a per- 
iod of more than five hundred years, 
and is known as the Period of the 
chosen family, during this time God 
did not speak to individuals as in the 
past, but to the heads of the families, 
such as Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, 
although the form of worship seemed 
to remain the same. 

Up to the end of this period the Is- 
raelite people had not become a na- 
tion of itself but for four hundred and 
thirty years had been dwelling in 
Egypt under the rule of the Pharaohs, 
yet they were God’s chosen people: 
not that God had respect unto one 
people more than He did another, but 
that the world’s Redeemer was to 
come through them, so God began to 
set His plan to deliver them from 
Egyptian bondage and lead them out 
io be a separate and chosen nation. 
His plan of deliverance was to plague 
the Egyptians until they agreed to let 
them go, but after tormenting them 
with nine very severe plagues, Phar- 
aoh refused to let them go. Then the 
time had come that a sure plan should 
be laid for the salvation of Israel, 
which was to be perfected through 
the shedding of innocent blood, there- 
fore God commanded that each house 
should take a lamb, and if the house 
be too small for the lamb, let him 
and his neighbor next unto his house, 
take it according to the number of 
the souls. This lamb was to be with- 
out blemish, a male of the first year 
and was to be kept up until the 
fourteenth day of the month and in 
the evening all Israel was to kill the 
lamb and. put the blood on the two 
side posts and the. upper door post 
of the house wherein they were éeat- 
ing its flesh, with their loins girded, 


‘shoes on their feet, and staff in hand, 


ready .at_a minute’s notice to step 
from bondage unto liberty. So in the 
silent hours of the night, as.the Egyp- 
tiams were slumbering and the Israel- 
ites patiently waiting for the deliver-

dividual’s degree of fervence in pray 
er, faithfulness to duty and earnes>S 
ness in the service of his Master. Wil- 
full sin or persistent refusal to follow 
the Spirit’s leading will cause it to 
surely diminish until it is lost en- 
tirely. Then again, it may be obscur- 
ed by certain forms of _ sickness, 
fierce passions and temptations, but 
if the soul will hold on tenaciously 
in prayer and supplication to the 
Savior, and to his line of duty, he 
will not even then be forsaken. 

There are numerous. sincere and 
loyal followers of God and_ liberal 
supporters of His cause and mission- 
ary work who feel no assurance of 
salvation, owing, of course, to the 
fact that they are not really saved. 
Frequently this is due to the fact that 
that they do not know they can be 
truly saved and still at the same 
time they do know it. I know of 
a pitiful case of a young man with a 
family of little children who was in 
great distress because he could not 
get the assurance that he was saved. 
A holiness preacher and another good 
brother would pray with him for sev- 
eral hours after each church meet- 
ing and endeavor to make him see 
with spiritual eyes of faith, rather 
than seek for a tangible, material 
evidence of feeling. “How do you 
know, if you die tomorrow, that you 
would be saved?” he asked. “You do 
not know until you stand before the 
judge, whether he will sentence you 
to prison or release you.” Poor fellow, 
perhaps there were some things in his 
life he had not let go, or that he 
would not let go of self long enough 
to see that Christ’s sacrifice was 
broad and big enough to include him 
amongst the great host of redeemed 
if he would only grasp hold with 
faith, believing and bring his every 
thought and action into conformity 
with the will of God. 

The word “holy” reminds us not 
only of the Holy Spirit’s perfect holi- 
ness but also that He is the source of 
all true goodness, purity, loving kind- 
ness, charity,—holiness in men. He 
cleanses the sinner, keeps His  peo- 
nle holy, and produces in them the 
“fruits of the Spirit’”—love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, temperance, and the 
like. Gal. 5:22, 23. 

Not only is the Spirit the source 
of holiness but He is the giver of 
power. Christ’s promise to His dis- 
ciples was that they should be “en- 
dued with power.” Luke 24:49. And 
He promised that they should _re- 
ceive power after the Holy Ghost is 
come.

There is no particular or hard set 
method in the Spirit’s working with 
various individuals toward accomplish- 
ing His end in their souls. His ways 
are as varied as the environments and 
the individuals. He uses saved people, 
inspiring them with His zeal and a 
passion for souls’ and directs his 
thoughts and messages through them. 
He uses the Bible, the printed page, 
pictures, woeful catastrophes in civil 
ife, and even innocent little children. 
I remember, when as a young boy of 
eighteen I taught a Sunday school 
class in my home town church. Dur- 
ing the week, however, I surreptiously 
smoked a few cigarettes on the sly 
just to be like the other boys with 
whom I worked in the shop, and grad- 
ually found I was developing an ap- 
petite for the baneful weed. One day 
while cycling for excercise on a side 
street of the village I was met by one 
of my Sunday school boys, about ten 
years of age. He saw me with the 
smoking “fag” in my mouth before | 
had time to dispose of it and said, 
“Eddy, you shouldn’t smoke, for you’re 
our Sunday school teacher.” With 
these words from the little fellow deep 
conviction was struck in my soul and 
I that night resolved to get the vic- 
tory over that reprehensible habit 
before it entirely got me. Thanks be 
to God, He has given me the victory 
so that to inhale a whiff of smoke 
from a passing smoker does not even 
stimulate the slightest desire to again 
take up the habit. But through what- 
ever means He speaks He never fails 
to miss the point. He makes his mes- 
sage personal and to the mark. 

Then for our concluding thought, 
the Holy Spirit can be resisted.

in Isaiah 63:10 we have the words| 


Spirit: therefore He was turned to 
be their enemy, and He fought against 
them.” Sinners resist the Holy Spirit 
because they love and cling to their pet 
sins and indulgences which they are 
unwilling to give up. Therefore, the 
Spirit can offer them no mercy, par- 
don, peace, comfort, Salvation and 
Heaven. They shut their hearts’ doors 
tightly, draw the bars and drive Him 
away. At the Judgment they will be 
obliged to admit that God loved them, 
sacrificed His Son for them and did 
as much for them as was possible but 
that they “would not.” That is why 
they perish. Lost because of their own 
fault—BECAUSE THEY WOULD NOT | 
GIVE UP SIN! “This is the condem- 
nation, that light is come into the 
world and men loved darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds were 
evil.” John 3:19. 

Therefore it is highest importance 
that all of us who are saved should 
obey the “still small voice within” and 
witness for Him, live for Him, work 
for the salvation of sinners, other- 
wise we shall be held accountable for 
the results of our neglect. To be suc- 
cessful in such operations we must 
have the cooperation of the Spirit. 
Let us yield ourselves fully to His 
pleadings. Let us tune our hearts in 
prayer and supplication that we miss 

not a syllable of His divine com- 
mands, striving ever to walk in the 
pathway of holiness, for without holi- 
ness no one can see the Lord.

ance of God, the destroying angel 
passed over the land, showing no 
mercy to those who had not the blood 
applied to the door post; but with 
a fatal blow struck the first-born of 
every family dead. But where the 
blood was applied the angel silently 
passed over as he had said: When I 

see the blood I will pass over you. 

That night was a dark and gloomy 
time for the Egyptian nation, a death 
in every home from Pharaoh’s down 
to the very lowest. We imagine we 
hear the weeping of the Egyptians 
amid the shouts of the Israelites as 
the message of Pharaoh is announced: 
Rise up and get you out from among 
my people, both ye and the children 
of Israel and go serve the Lord as 
ye have said. So with glad hearts and 
great rejoicing they marched out, 
harnessed up, from under the oppres- 
sions of the Egyptians, journeying to- 
ward a land flowing with milk and 
honey. The Lord had plagued them 
by turning the rivers and fountains 
into blood, insomuch that there was 
nothing but blood for the Egyptians 
to drink. He brought frogs upon the 
land, and they hopped into Pharaoh’s 
palace, into all the Egyptians’ homes, 
into their bread trays, and Aaron 
smote the dust of the earth with his 
rod and the dust became lice, and 
was upon both man and beast. Then 
the Lord sent a grievous swarm of 
flies into the house of Pharaoh and 
into the house of his servants and in- 
to all the land of Egypt; and that 
land was corrupt because of the 
swarms of flies. Then a very grievous 
murrin came upon all the beasts of 
the Egyptians and their cattle all 
died, and the children of Israel’s cat- 
tle died not one. When Moses and 
Aaron had thrown dust into the air, 
it brought boils with blain upon man 
and beast throughout the land of 
Egypt. And Moses stretched forth his 
hand into heaven, and the hail smote 
throughout all the land of Egypt, and 
all that was in the field, both men and 
beast; and hail smote every herb of 
the field and broke all the trees. And 
Moses stretched forth his hand over 
the land of Egypt and an east wind 
began to blow, which brorght locusts 
such as were never before, and they 
ate up all the green herbs that the 
hail had left, then Moses stretched 
forth his hand unto heaven and a 
thick darkness was in all the land of 
Egypt for three days, insomuch that 
the Egyptians saw not one another 
neither rose up from their place. Yet 
in the midst of all these tribulations 
Pharaoh hardened his heart and re 
fused to let the Children of Israel go 
and serve their God, but when the in- 
nocent blood of the lamb was shed 
and applied to the door posts, it 
brought salvation to Israel. All other 
plans had failed, but through the blood 
of the lamb, which typifies the Lamb 
of God that was slain on Calvary’s 
brow for our redemption from the 
dark wilderness of sin—that we may 
be a chosen generation, a royal priest- 
hood, an holy nation, a peculiar peo- 
ple, and to show forth the praise of 
Him who has called us out of dark- 
ness into this marvelous light. 1 Peter 
2:9. 

After Israel had crossed the Red 
Sea into the wilderness they built an- 
other altar, Exodus 17:15, probably 
like the ones that Moab, Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob had built many years 
before, but after receiving the law at 
Mount Sinai and they had become a 
full grown nation governed and con- 
trolled by the written law of God, the 
old form of altar worship was left 
off, and a new form was substituted 
which required the building of a taber- 
nacle. For any one to well understand 
the tabernacle worship it will be 
necessary to know something of the 
discription of the tabernacle, its of- 
ferings and priest. The tabernacle was 
what we might call a tent, forty-five 
feet long and fifteen feet wide. Its 
walls were of boards, plated with gold, 
standing upright; its roof of three 
curtains, one laid above the other, 
whether there was any ridge pole or 
not is uncertain. It was divided, by a 
veil across the interior, into two de 
partments, the Holy Place and the 
Holy of Holies, Exodus 36:8-38. The 
Holy Plece was the largest of the 
two rooms, being thirty feet long and 
fiftcen feet wide. The Holy of Holies 
was the innermost and holiest room 
in the tabernacle; it was fifteen feet 
square and contained only the ark of 
the covenant, Heb. 9:3, while in the 
Holv Place, the first apartment, was 
the candlesticks, the table, and the 
altar of incense, Heb. 9:2. After the

Lord had given proper instructions, 
as to how the tabernacle should be 
built, He spake unto Moses, saying, 
And take unto thee Aaron thy broth- 
ev and his sons with him from among | 
the children of Israel, that he may 
minister unto me in the priest’s of- 
fice. Exodus 28:1. Now when these 
things were thus ordained, the priest | 
went always, (every day) into the 
first tabernacle (first room or Holy 
Place) accomplishing the service of 
God. But into the second (Holy of 
Holies) went the high priest alone 
once every year (on the day of atone 
ment), not without blood which he 
offered for himself and for the er- 
rors of the people. Heb. 9:7, 8. 

It is proven to us in the above 
Seripture that the priest never en- 
tered the tabernacle without blood to 
offer for himself and for the sins of 
the people, This blood is from the in- 
nocent slain beast such as goats, 
calves and bulls. The tabernacle re- 
ferred to was only a type of the heav- 
enly tabernacle which was to appear, 
and the offering a type of the slain 
Lamb of God, who was crucified and 
shed His blood for our sins, and the 
preist was a type of him as he sits 
today at the right hand of the Father 
to make intercession for us. 

The tabernacle contained a place of 
worship and a meeting place between 
God and man all the days of the 
wandering in the wilderness. It was 
made of such material as could be 
taken apart and moved from one 
camping ground to another. After the 
death of Moses, and the crossing of 
the Jordan under the leadership of 
Joshua, it seems to still be moved 
about from one place to another until 
it was finally permanently set up at 
Shiloah, and there it continued until 
the closing of the period of the fif- 
teen judges, but under the last judge, 
Samuel, the ark was taken by the 
Philistines and the glory parted from 
Israel. 1 Sam. 4:21, 22. 

Along about this time the children 
of Israel became dissatisfied of being 
ruled under judges, and began to beg 
Samuel for a king, something that 
God’s people had never been ruled by, 
Samuel knew that it was the wrong 
thing to do, but because of their earn- 
est appeal, he talked to God about the 
matter and the Lord consented for 
them to have a king, therefore Samuel 
anointed Saul first king in Israel, 
who reigned forty years, and then 
David was anointed the second king 
of Israel and reigned forty years. Dur- 
ing his reign, he greatly desired to 
build the Lord a house to dwell in, 
but because of the great amount of 
blood he shed, God would not allow 
him to build the house. Solomon, his 
son, took the throne after him and 
reigned forty years, during which 
time he had peace and built the Lord 
a house, which is commonly known as 
Solomon’s Temple. 

You will find the description of the 
temple in the Bible, but I do not 
deem it necessary to describe it in 
full in this writing, but I will make 
mention of the apartment that took 
the place of the tabernacle and which 
was much larger than the tabernacle. 
The Holy Place was thirty feet wide 
and sixty feet long containing the 
candlesticks, the table, and the altar 
of incense as was arranged in the 
tabernacle. The Holy of Holies was a 
cube of thirty feet on each side. 

The High Priest’s office was con- 
tinued and the temple was used, as 
the tabernacle in the wilderness, until 
it was destroyed at the capture of 
Jerusalem by Nebuchadnezzar, B. C. 
586, when the Jews were carried 
away captive into Babylon, which 
threw the Jewish nation in great sor- 
row and grief, as they would think 
of their old home, and their place of 
worship being destroyed. So they be- 
ban to remember the Lord and meet 
for worship and fellowship, and out 
of these meetings originated the Jew- 
ish synagogues, a word meaning, con- 
gregation or coming together. But it 
seems that the synagogues did not 
fully develop until after the return 
to Jerusalem, B. C. 520, although on 
their return they built another temple 
known as the Zerubbable Temple, but 
this did not put an end to the syna- 
gogue worship. It became more and 
more prominent and soon all the 
Jewish cities contained them. Some 
times they were houses built for the 
purpose, and other times they were 
nothing more than just a place to 
meet, as under trees. 

It is also believed that this institu- 
tion was organized as a part of the 
Jewish system by Ezra, B. C. 440, al- 
though there might be some room to 
doubt this statement? We do know 
that the synagogues formed an im- 
portant link between the church of 
the New Testament and that of the
